Editorial 

Return to Normalcy 

A fresh breeze is blowing through the land, wafting 
away the cobwebs of reaction, intolerance and the know- 
nothingness that are the trademarks of McCarthyism. 

Nowhere is this apparent trend more evident than in 
recent school board elections in Southern California. 

In Los Angeles two seemingly entrenched Board of 
Education members, Mrs. Stafford and Mrs. Cole, were 
defeated, despite the support of at least three of the four 
metropolitan newspapers. 

Both incumbents endorsed and insisted upon points of 
view that caused educators in other sections of the country 
to throw up their hands in despair. Both apparently are 
afflicted with a peculiar blindness that blots out the fact 
that the United Nations does indeed exist. 

‘‘Ah, well,” many an educator remarked wryly during 
those trying times. ‘‘That’s Southern California for you.” 

In Pasadena, candidates backed Ity the Citizens Sup¬ 
porting Good Education were elected by the largest turnout 
in the history of a local School Board election. Nearly 900 
Sierra Madreans, in fact, went to the polls to give their 
overwhelming endorsement to the CSGE candidates, Mrs. 
LaMotte, Mr. Shatford and Mr. Salisian. 

These three do not believe in book burning, in char¬ 
acter assassination or in holding a club over the heads of 
teachers. Mr. Lamb, who is retiring, and Mr, Barratt, who 
is not, are outnumbered. 

Sieirra Madre also has an excellent Board of Education, 
one that was strengthened by the recent election of Hugh 
Colvin, Our Board here, it’s safe to say, believes first and 
last in the maintenance of good education, the best that 
can be had with the money and facilities at hand. 

Only five short years ago the defeat of Mrs. Cole and 
Mrs. Stafford, the election of the CSGE-supported candi¬ 
dates, and even probably the voter endorsement of Mr. 
Colvin Would not have been possible. 

The Communist issue would have been plucked from 
the air; the guilt by association rumors would have been 
released. 

And, more often than not, the tar would have stuck. 

Mud baths were prepared in these recent elections, too, 
but the brush was used hesitantly, with trepidation. And 
it didn’t work. 

Southern California — as well as other parts of the 
nation — seems on the road back to true normalcy, not 
the so-called normalcy of the know-nothings who distrust 
new ideas, suspect intelligence and too often hide their 
fears behind the cloak of what they dare to call “Amer¬ 
icanism.” 

For this we should all be grateful.—H.W.E.

Pasadena for secondary edu¬ 
cation but retains them for 
primary, voted not to annex 
its primary system to Pasa¬ 
dena. Temple City also voted 
to withdraw from the Pasa¬ 
dena junior high school dis¬ 
trict. 

OVER THE years as the 
question has risen — and 
fallen, the general response 
to unifying with Pasadena 
has been, “No — let Sierra 
Madre retain its identit 3 '.” 

Tom Schwartz, business¬ 
man and former mayor, said, 
“I would rather pay a high¬ 
er tax rate in order that we 
retain the control and the 
independence of our own 
schools. I told Mr. Dewar 
that—last year.’’ 

Dr. Milton Valois, outgo¬ 
ing president of the School 
Board, outlined his feelings 
a year ago that it was 
“doubtful that Sierra Madre 
would gain anything and 
might stand the chance of 
losing everything.’’ 

Echoing him, Mrs. Charles 
Fretz, PTA president, said 
that .she favored any po.ssi- 
ble saving but not at the 
cost of good schools. 

“Those of us who have 
lived here a long time do 
not favor such a move, but 
I am willing to listen to any 
propositions put fonvard.” 

MRS. NETTIE JACOBS, 

School Board member who 
studied Mr. Dewar’s propos¬ 
als last year, said, “Mr. De¬

very hasty decision,

sawing fo finishing! pie should have ample op¬ 
portunity to discuss the ad¬ 
vantages and disadvantages 
of annexation before it 
might ever reach the ballot¬ 
ing stage, 

“Tax - wise it may seem 
advantageous, but there are 
other concerns. I would want 
to be sure that we would be 
more than compensated by 
over-all school benefits if we 
took this step.”
